The two 
men were the o n ly o n es in the ho u se 
when the mu rdero u s attack was made 
by the so n with a large bu tcher k n ife 
after a q u arrel. 
The v ictim is be­ 
liev ed to be in a v ery serio u s co n di­ 
tio n an d may be fatally hu rt. 
After the 
n ear p atricide, 
Miller 
step p ed in to an o ther ro o m, chan ged 
clo thes an d wen t o u t o n the street. 
When the details o f the ho rrible as­ 
sau lt were k n o wn , citizen s attemp ted 
to lo cate Miller, bu t 
their 
effo rts 
were fu tile. The lo cal p o lice as well 
as the au tho rities in all o f the to wn s 
an d cities in this

the 
State hav e been n o tified to be o n the 
lo o k o u t fo r the in san e man . 
Acco rdin g to to day ’s editio n o f the 
Shelby v ille News, the tro u ble between 
the father an d so n started when the 
so n was refu sed a su m o f mo n ey 
which he deman ded. 
The two were 
sittin g in the k itchen at their ho me at 
the time an d when the father q u ietly 
in fo rmed the .so n he had n o mo n ey to 
giv e him the y o u n d 
man 
seized a 
k n ife fro m the 
table an d 
hack ed 
an d slashed his aged p aren t fearfu lly 
abo u t the head, n eck an d face. When 
the help less v ictim o f the u n ex p ected 
assau lt san k u n co n scio u s to the flo o r, 
his assailan t, n o t co n ten t with what 
he had acco mp lished with the mu r­ 
dero u s k n ife, seized a big cro ck fro m 
the table an d smashed it to bits in 
beatin g the fallen man o v er the head. 
The facts regardin g the 
o u trage 
were glean ed fro m the wo u n ded man 
du rin g in terv als o f co n scio u sn ess a f­ 
ter he had been fo u n d by frien ds. A f­ 
ter the awfu l 
attack 
y o u n g Miller 
q u ietly step p ed in to an o ther ro o m 
an d ex chan ged his blo o dy clo thes fo r 
an o ther su it an d then walk ed do wn 
to wn an d min gled with his fello ws as 
tho u gh n o thin g had o ccu rred o u t o f 
the o rdin ary . 
The scen e o f harro r at the Miller 
residen ce is su p p o sed to hav e been 
en acted abo u t 6 o ’clo ck . 
Sho rtly be­ 
fo re 8 o ’clo ck y o u n g Miller ap p eared 
at the T. & C. statio n ' an d frien ds o f 
the man who talk ed with him at the 
time n o ticed n o thin g o u t o f the o rdin ­ 
ary in his man n er o f sp eech. 
He is 
so mewhat u n balan ced men tally 
bu t 
his co n ditio n has n ev er been regard­ 
ed as serio u s en o u gh to warran t co n ­ 
fin emen t.

‘‘Sev eral y ears ag o .” said the su per­ 
intendent, “there was a city detectiv e 
statio ned in the bu ilding to watch fo r 
jewelry and g o ld and silv er pieces that 
were presented fo r assay ing to deter­ 
mine whether o r no t they were sto len 
g o o ds. He remained here fo r eig hteen 
mo nths, and du ring that time he did 
no t catch a sing le thief. 
The reaso n 
was that the news u ndo u btedly went 
o u t to ev ery ‘fence,’ cro o k and thief o f 
ev ery descriptio n in the city that a 
g u ard was at the assay o ffice and to 
watch o u t fo r him. 
“After the city detectiv e was with­ 
drawn it became mo re necessary to se­ 
cu re so me o ther means to prev ent o u r 
o ffices fro m really beco ming a ’fence’ 
fo r sto len articles. 
“The o ne pro v isio n we finally inco r­ 
po rated into o u r ru les that has kept 
away fro m u s the g reatest po rtio n o f 
sto len g o o ds that mig ht o therwise be 
headed in o u r directio n was that we re­ 
fu sed to accept any bu llio n that will 
assay less than $100. In this way we 
are able to refu se any o rdinary qu an­ 
tity pf ring s, watches and o ther trin­ 
kets that wo u ld be sto len and which 
we kno w will no t co ntain pu re metal 
to that amo u nt. Of co u rse so metimes 
we will accept stu ff and it will tu rn 
o u t to be wo rth a few do llars u nder 
the amo u nt, bu t we canno t alway s 
g u ess co rrectly when lo o king at g o o ds. 
“We hav e many o ther way s o f deter­ 
mining whether g o o ds presented to u s 
bav e been sto len, bu t It wo u ld no t be 
wise to let ev ery cro o k In to wn kno w 
what they are. 
Su fficient to say that 
ev ery time we hav e su spected thing s 
were no t rig ht we hav e secu red imme­ 
diate co -o peratio n o f the New Yo rk de­ 
tectiv e bu reau , and I believ e we hav e 
secu red better resu lts than when a 
man fro m the central o ffice was co n­ 
stantly o n watch. Then the stu ff did 
no t appear. Since then we hav e been 
o f assistance In tracing do wn sev eral 
bu rg lar my steries. 
“When g o o ds are sto len that v alu e 
o r wo u ld assay o v er $100 it Is mu ch 
easier fo r u s to keep the lists o f the 
same which are fu rnished by the po ­ 
lice department and to be o n the lo o k­ 
o u t fo r what is wanted. 
“Then when the v alu e o f the articles 
is o v er that amo u nt we are in mu ch 
safer po sitio n to pu t a few qu estio ns to 
o u r cu sto mer, to disco v er who he is 
and why he wants to g et mo ney fo r 
the articles. 
If we are still su spicio u s 
that all is no t as it sho u ld be it is a 
simple matter to make a few inv estig a­ 
tio ns befo re we co mplete the transac- 
; tio n. 
“I am perfectly aware that the Idea 
is prev alent in many qu arters that the 
! United States assay o ffice Is a ‘fence’ 
fo r thiev es to bring tbeir wares. This 
may hav e been the case in New Yo rk 
In the o ld day s, and it may be so no w 
in o ther places, bu t 1 feel that it is a 
pity that su ch feeling still ex ists in 
New Yo rk.

CHINA TOO WEAK 
TO INVITE WAR 


Will 
Not 
Resist 
Demands 


Made By Russia. 


CONCEDES POINTS AT ISSUE 


Powerless to Put Up a Strong Front 
in Dispute W hich the Czar’s Govern­ 


ment 
H as 
Raised 
in 
Connection 


W ith the Alleged Violation of Treaty 


Rights, China Gives in to Everything 


Demanded by Russia. 


Pek in, March 27.—The Chinese for­ 
eign board has notified the Russian 
m inister heje, M. Korostovetz, that a 
note formally acquiescing in the de­ 
mands of the czar’s government will 
be 
delivered 
today, 
China 
having 
decided not to resist 
the demands 
made upon her in the ultimatum 
sent 
Saturday 
from 
Russia. 
The 
conferences between members of the 
foreign board preceded the notification 
o f the surrender on the p art of China. 
It is understood that the board was 
unanimous in the opinion that China 
was powerless to insist on her view 
o f the questions. 
Russia’s ultimatum declared that 
China m ust give a satisfactory reply 
to the Russian note of Feb. 16, setting 
forth in detail the Russian claims, be­ 
fore March 28; otherwise it would 
hold the Chinese government respon­ 
sible for such action as Russia deemed 
advisable to tak e. 
The Russian de­ 
mand was based upon China’s alleged 
violation of the treaty of 1881 estab­ 
lishing Russia’s trading rights in the 
frontier provinces. 


MAY CAUSE TROUBLE 


Arbitrary Act of the Czar Is Agitating 


Russians. 
St. Petersburg, March 27.—This city 
is in a ferm ent of political excitement 
over the fact that the recent minis­ 
terial crisis has been closely followed 
by a constitutional one. 
Notwith­ 
standing its rejection by the council 
of the empire, the czar has made a law 
of the bill to establish the zemstvo 
feature in the government of the west­ 
ern provinces of the empire. 
Before 
tak ing this action the czar prorogued 
both the council of the empire and the 
duma for three days. 
The decree ushering in the new 
law was issued last night, and while 
the act is of a most arbitrary nature, 
it is not believed to be illegal. 
Not­ 
withstanding this fact, however, mem­ 
bers of all parties have been aroused 
to a white heat o f indignation and im­ 
p ortant developments are lik ely to en­ 
sue in the near future.
